We select 
one instance from amongst a thousand. The 
President, in his late message, says:

dsferem* to what principle it is that be docs it — 
what Iwiter he i« likely to gat in its steed— 
whether tb* substitute will give or be intended 
to give ao much .4* good to the people. There 
ar* some furesbsdowings on this subject. Our 
adversaries have adopt*) some declaration of in- 
dependence, in which, unlike the good old on* 
panned bv Jeffera*, tbsv omit the words "all 
man are created eqoa! Whv? Thev have 
adopted a temporary national constitution, in tb* 
preamble of a bieli. unlike our K o,«l old one signed 
by Washington, the* omit -'We, the people," and 
substitute, "We. the deput k*l af t he so leaatmi 
and n.d. pendent State*.'

CaT'Thc Missouri State Convention meets at 
Jefferson City to-day. Duties at once im- 
portant and delicate will devolve upon the 
body in the present anomalous condition of 
Missouri, which, as the National 
says, almost more than any ex 
suffering in its political organization from the 
complications of the times. Questions of the 
most abnormal character have been thrust upon 
the consideration of the State, and for the ad- 
justment of which no political precedents are 
afforded by the past history of the country. 

The legally chosen Governor of Missouri has 
fled from the Capital, after initiating against 
the National Government a military demon- 
stration that has resulted in disaster to himself 
and his adherents. The Lieutenant Governor, 
who, of right, ought to succeed the Governor, 
is a self- condemned exile from the State, and 
is believed to he engaged in schemes which in- 
capacitate him for a proper discharge of the 
Executive functions in a loyal Commonwealth. 
Nor is the l'resident pro tern, of the Senate 
forthcoming to take the place of the Lieuten- 
ant Governor, nor the Speaker of the Home 
to take tin place of the President pro tern. 
Thus the Kxeeutire Department is without a 
head, and tbe important functions of Governor 
remain undischarged.

ElUTlONS To the Lkoisl ATtas.. — The 
day of eliction of the members of the Legis- 
lature is now very near at hand. We hope 
that the importance of the result of the action 
of the people on that day is properly estimated. 
Certainly it cannot be overestimated. 

In this canvass for tbe Legislature the sc- 
cesaiouisu are playing a dishonest game. They 
know their lack of strength as a party, and 
they aim to supply it hy cunning and false 
pretence*. Months ago we predicted what they 
would do, and they are doing exactly what wc 
said they would. Their candidates, though 
devoted to accession, carefully abst sin from 
announcing themselves as secession candidates. 
Although not directly disclaiming or repudi- 
ating secession, they strive to keep it out of 
•ight. They would make tbe public believe 
that they take no other position in this crisis 
of our affairs than the policy of Kentucky neu- 
trality and thj restoration of peace between 
the belligerent sections. 

The candidates in this immediate vicinity 
for the State Senate and House of Hepresenta- 
tives, have, unless a forgery has been perpetra- 
ted, made a publication, in which they declare 
in favor of nothing whatever except Kentucky 
neutrality and national p suce. They scrupu- 
lously keep out of view their well known scn- 
timents and doctrines and desires. They don't 
inform the public that they put upon neutrality 
tbe same absurd and preposterous construction 
that was put upon it hy Gov. Magoffin and hia 
organs. They doni inform the public, that, by 
their construction, they would withdraw Ken- 
lucky from the whole operation of the laws of the 
United States, make her no longer a portion 
of the United States, deny to the Federal gov- 
ernment the right of occupying iu own bar- 
racks and iu own hospital in this Sute, and 
resist by the bayonet all attempts to stop the 
transportation ot provisions to a people at war 
with tbe Federal Government. They don't 
inform tho public, when they avow themselves 
in faior of peace, that they would, by refusing 
the contribution of a man or the contribution 
of a dollar to the United Slates government for 
carrying on the war, pnral > /• the Government 
utterly in tbe very midst of this awful exigency 
and compel it to acx-ept abjectly whatever 
terms the exasperated auithorities of the South- 
ern Confederacy might dictate. 

These candidates for the Legislature, who 
come before the people planting themselves 
upon the ground of neutrality and peace, are 
all secession leaders. Tbey are active ' ecea- 
sionisu, and, to the extent of their ability, 
influential ones. They are secessionisu of the 
Louisville Courier school. They recognize 
the Louisville Courier as their organ, and 
they are with it heart and soul in its pur- 
poses. If you would know their views and 
intentions in detail, read from day to day that 
mischievous and inflammatory sheet.

It 
hasn't even the good wishes of some of the 
most intelligent and influential of the Con- 
federates. The New Orleans Delta casts upon 
Messrs. Davis, Stephens, Benjamin, & Co. a 
perfect storm of condemnation for attempting 
to enter the cotton marts of the Sonth as a 
trading firm to pick up cotton. The Delta 
disapprove* of the scheme in toto; and in terms 
ao harsh and contemptuous that it appeal s 
that all freedom of opinion is not crushed oat, 
even in a city where so much oppres-ion has 
been felt on account of free speech.

CdTThe stupendous national emergency we 
are now confronting has a wonderful c fleet in 
clearing up and concentrating the national 
mind. The war has in some respects acted 
upon oar politics like a thunder storm upon a 
languishing atmosphere. Our readers, says the 
National Intelligencer, can all readily recall the 
time when nice discriminations respecting the 
powers of Congress over the Territories, subtle 
disquisitions on the "equality of Sutee," and 
elaborate arguments, defensive or agjtrest ivc, 
on a paper called the "Lecompt in Constitu- 
tion," formed the staple of our parliamentary 
discussions. It was a dreary period in our po- 
litical history when, for the want of practical 
questions worthy to engage the att ention of a 
rational people, the ingenuity of political 
leaders seemed to be laid under costrihution 
for the discovery of immaterial "issrue 
which successfully to join an electoral contest. 
But petty, and often contemptible, as wete 
those topics of debate, tho resource* of Con. 
grcssional eloquence and of "stump oratory' 
were exhausted in the iffjrt to convince a 
credulous people that the salvation of the 
country depended upon the triumph or defeat 
of each successive "issue" as it arrjse under 
the management of parti 

Within the last few weeks all these line-spun 
theses of a dispuUtious aad metaphysical pol- 
itics have been rudely swept away by one stern 
realities that now force themselves npon the 
attention of all.

It ia in the presence of current evenU that 
we can best realize what shadows we were 
lately pursuing at the behest of party, and how 
great were tbe blessings which we have for- 
feited in such pursuit of objecu that at best 
furnished only questions which ministered to 
strife rather than lo the edification of the 
Commonwealth.

That this war is not waged on thair ptrt in any 
spirit of oppression, nor for tbe purpose of con- 
quest or su'.jagation. nor for th* purpose of over- 
throwing or interfering with tbe rights or estab- 
lished insti utiuns of thos* States, but to defend 
and maintain the supremacy of t be Constitution 
and to preserve th* Union, with all th* dignity, 
equality, and righUof tha several Sutes unim- 
paired; and that as soon as these objects ar* 
accomplished the war ought to cease." This 
aententiously embodies tb* *nUr« theory of th* 
action of the Government, and ought to be re- 
ceived aa an authoritative exposition of iu de- 
BTMah Mr. Burnett asked for tha y*as and nay* 
on tha first division of th* resolution, that tbe 
war ia tha work of Southern duunioniata now in 
revolt against tbe Government, hut be found or'y 
one other Kepr*»*ntativ*, Mr. Keed of Mis- 
souri, to vote with him against this self-evi- 
dent assart ion, so that tbe entire voice of 
ti* House, with these two exceptions was in 
support of the manifest truth.

it hia duty to deny that secession is civil war, and 
thst the array of Beauregard, whose cannon were 
distinctly heard all day yesterday iu our city, ia 
not in revolt against the constitutional Uovern- 
ment. On tba other and remaining divisions o* 
tha resolution, Mr. Burnett did not vot*. The 
Hon. William H. Wadswortb called th* attention 
of the llnufe to this omission, but Mr. Burnett 
refused to voU, unless the House would allow bim 
to s'ate his reasons for it.

Si kaks.— Mr. Edward 
Claike, who signs himself Governor of Texas, 
has issued a proclamation declaring that it 
will be regarded as treason for any citizen o f 
Texaa to hold any commercial inter course with 
tbe inhabitants ot any of the loyal States or 
Territories without -pecial permis ion. "It will 
also be treasonable fur any citizen of Texaa to 
ptv any dehU now owing to any citizen or citi- 
z*na of said Sutae or Territories" during tb* 
war. Th* sUtute of limitations will cease to run 
and interest will not accrue during that period. 
"His Excellency" then suggasts that Texans 
owing debt: to citizen* of tbe UnlUd SUI** de- 
p*it the amount of these in the treasurer's c nice, 
to b* retained until tb* l uiud SUUs shall pay to 
Taxas tba large amount now du* h»r. In return 
for these the parties will receive a certificate uf 
deposit from the treasurer.

his on as a solemn protest of the nation against 
ibe right of one of its parts to destroy ius integ- 
rity. The other could orly he atten.led by un- 
mixed di-honor anil misfortune. ' 

Therafora. every eonsidoralioo of honor, of 
ju-tice, and of self preservation, cwnpels thi« ap- 
ismI to arms. In my jjdgment an overwhelm- 
ing m-j iri.y of the peie^le of tbe free States 
w. uld not only have defended the constitutional 
rights of the South while in the I'nion, but 
would have made sscrifc i upon sacrilice, even of 
opinion, to preserve the old fraternal relations 
and save us from tbe horr.<r« of civil war, but se- 
csKsion has left us no alternative. It lias ap- 
pealed to the swe rd. and bitter as may tie our 
irrief, dark and B^tBaa/ as may lie the future, we 
cannot escape the i*.-ue. Tbe sword must decide 
the contest. A generation, twelve months ago 
the most happy and peaceful and prosperxis that 
the world has ever seen, may be sacriticed by 
ths mad ainlrition of the hour. But if public 
lilierty shall be upheld, tbe sacrifices of this gen- 
eration, it s shame and sorrow and team, may re- 
dound to ths stability and enduring honor of the 
Uepuhlic.

Florid*, or Louu-iana; but I say bore, as I bav* 
d ebewhere, that there is no purpose in con- 
ducting this war to subjugate a Stale, W free s 
slave, or to interfere with tbe social or d rmostic 
institutions of any Slate or of any people. Th* 
purpose of tb* war, as I uadorstaiid it, is to pre- 
serve this I'niop; to miintsin tb* Constitution as 
it is in all its clauses, in all its guarantees, with- 
out change or limitation. 

I was astonished tbe other dsv al tha remark 
mad* by tbe H.ioorable Seoal.*- from Kentucky, 
whu said b.re in his place that the purpoee of 
this war was to overthrow lb* Constitution, and 
that the men wbo vere now conducting it bad 
that ides in view, or tbst thst would Im the ef- 
fect of their action; snd he also remarkal tbat 
ba was sorry to as* that those m ovement* were 
drifting under the control of the extreme men of 
tbe K .publican party. Why, Mr. President. I 
, ...... 't sit bore in my place and ello» that im- 
putation to be fixed upon my constituents in 
Ohio, without repelling it. ,Mv idea i«. that 
t here never has bean a pmpwiiian to alter tbe 
i'nnstitution by tbe Republican members of tha 
Senate or of the House of Urpreeentalivas. We 
do not propose to do it. 1 w.mid out change one 
lino, one word, one «\ liable of tba Constitution. 
I am wilbng to take it aa it was construed by 
our fathers who framed it, and nut change a 
particle. The only proposed change in tba Con- 
stitution come* from those men wbo, wben they 
cannot change it to salt themselves, endeavor to 
subvert this Government by force. 

Bat I have said mora than 1 intended; I merely 
wished to 1 opal tba insinuation contained in that 
amendment, which seems to charge upon the Sen- 
ators wbo vnta for this bill the purpose and tb* 
intent of using this army to sul jugste any State 
or to free any slave. Inst is not, as I" under- 
stand it, th* purpose or object of this war. 

Cariile, of Virginia, spoke on the 
to the same effect. He said 
other things: 
Sir. I shall vot* against th* amendment offered 
bv th* Senator from Kentuckv. I repeat, that 1 
regret it* introduction; bot as I do not intend to 
vot* for it, I hsve thought it my du y to say thus 
much. This is no war of subjugation; there is 

00 power in this Government to carry on any 
such war; no constitutional, no physical power 
to carry it on. This is a war for tbe maintenance 
of tb* existence of th* Constitution and tbe Colon 
under i ; and it is a war in which the hearts of 
tb* loyal people of tbe so cslled seceded State* are 
as much enliated as ara th* hearts of tbe constit- 
uency which th* honorable Senator from Con- 
necticut represents. I did not understand him to 
aav, I do not understand him now to aav, that he 
himself desires that this war should be proaecotad 
to tba extermination of tbe institution of slaverv. 

1 merely understood him to sav— that was an in- 
ference which I draw, and I conceive it to b* a 
assy legit iinat. inference— that those wbo have 
inaugurated this rebellion, wbo seem determined 
to posh it to its extremities, may by their act, ar.d 
hv their act alone, effect tbe destruction which 
the abolitionists never could have aec .mplished. 
I believe this s wsr constitutionally waged for tba 
perpetuity of tb* Government, in which are 
bound up all our hopes, tb* hopes of posterity, 
and the hopes of the civili/.ed world. 

Senator Fessen.lcn, ol Maine, spoke like- 
wise. He said: 

Mr. President. I do not feel st all disposed to la 
frightened by words. The effect of having th 
amendment 'proposed by tbe Senator from Ken 
lucky put upon record bare, and voted on, I sup- 
p «*, would be to give to those Senators in tba 
Slav. Slates, wbo are ao depwed, a chance to ar- 
gue thst liecsusa w. wouid not vote on that 
amendment, therefore tbat is the object. Sir, 
tbst game was played on the Senate tbe whole of 
its last session. Propositions that nobudv was in 
favor of were advanced bare by way 0/ amend- 
ment, or bill, or otherwise; and because they 
ware no* vot. !. t herefore tbe conclusion was that 
avert b dy was ia favor of tbat which they con- 
demned. 

Now, sir, what is th* us* of getting up a furi- 
ous debet* upon more word ? I was raadv to 
vote 00 the amendment of toe Senator from Ken- 
tacky whan it was offered, and to vote "ao. " for 
tea simple reason tbat nobody in tba world would 
sappes* that, by my voting "no," I was in favor 
of *■< her of the inferences tbat would Is* drawn 
from it. If we allow ourselves to go on in this 
way fighting shadows, contending against propo- 
sitions that mean nothing, and amount to noth- 
ing, we shall never get through the business of 
tha uses kin, and we shall furnish our ad 
with just what they want — not from the 
sit ions, but from t he debates upon 
chance to aay that something is 
appears upon tbe fac* of tb* paper. My ad vie* — 
aad I giv* it with all deference to our friends her* 
ia public— is, when propositions of this kind ar* 
advanced, that we bare ccurage enough and con 
fidanoe enough in ourselves to suppose that tba 
count rv knows what we mean; and tbat tb* coon 
try will sustain os in doing what is necessary to 
be done; and tkat wa ara not to la turned aside 
from tbat ne c ess ar y duty which is incumbent 
upon us for the mere purpoee of contending against 
prcp-witiont that mean nothing so far ss legi,ls- 
tloe a concerned. Io saying Ibis. 1 do not mean 
to Bar that tbe Senator means nothing; but 1 say 
sis proposition means nothing, and will come to 

Si'. |' think the country demands of us that 
we atop discussing these questions about slavery 
in Congraar; that is to say, in this Congress 
The country understands — the Cnion people of 
tba country, both in I be fro* States and tbe 
slave Stat**, understand — that we come hare to 
meet a crisis; that wa come to meet a rehellion; 
tkat we rime here to protect tb* Constitution 
and tb* Cnion, by providing means of defending 
l«oth, and not for the purnae of ventilating our 
rhetor., upon .joeetiona that bare been ventilate.! 

I repeat again, not meaning to discuss 
e people understand what they 
Tbe people OSS represent here, 
tie honorable Senator from Vir- 
ginia represents here, his portion of tba State of 
Virginia, know that wa are assembled for tba 
parpns* nf providing means and putting them 
Into tbe bands of the Government to suppress 
this wicked rebellion which is now among as; 
end, sir, we cannot do it by talking about causes 
We meet it as a fact, and tbe mora wa talk 
about causes of offence or defence one way or tha 
ot h er, ao far as parti** are concerned, whether 
tb* parties call themselves one 
tba mora we shall ba delayed, 
we scorn pi ish our purpn 
tion will that purpose lie in when it i* accom- 
plished. I therefore appeal to our friends, those 
with whoa I act, to let all tbsae things pass in 
siLn. e They can vote upon them, ana their 
vot* will be a sufficient answer; and my word for 
it, wo shall not be misjudged, except by those 
who desire to mi-judge us, and desire to furnish 
cans* for misrepresentation snd misunderstand- 
ing. 

Senator Howe, of Wisconsin, followed Sen- 
ator Fcssenden. We invite especial atttention 
to the remarks of Senator Howe: 

I agree entirely with what has bean said by tba 
Senator from Maine, tbat wa can vote as wa in- 
tend to vote on Ibis proposition, and that portion 
of tbe country which we represent will not mi»- 
noderstand us. Wa ara in no danger of that. 
Tbat, however, is not tbe only consideration to 
b* kept in view. There are other people 
ours, composing a portion of tbe people of this 
common Cnion, and a people, too, many of whom, 
rsftwi-hsta. ding they msvnow be In arms against 
the Government of the Cnited States, yet if they 
onderstood to day tbe purposes of tbat Govern- 
ment as wa understand its purpoeea, would be aa 
true and as loyal to it aa wa arc; and a people who 
have lint voluntarily and willingly snd wilfully 
misunderstood as, th* government, or its pur- 
pose- hut a people wbo have been, as I solemnly 
believe, deliberately and systematically t due* ted 
for many veers to misunderstand our purposes. 
Now, air, if a word can be said, whenever a prop- 
osition of this kind is offered, to undeceive tbat 
people, it seams to me that it ia tbe duty of Sen- 
ators and of the Senate to speak that word. 

This amendment is submitted here by the Sen- 
ator from Kentucky. Tba purpose of offering 
tbe amendment I understand to ba distinctly 
avowed bv him aa follow,: that if it be rejected 
it mav be' used before th* peopl* of those States 
holding this Institution of slavery within their 
tbe purpose of this Gov- 
this war is precisely the ro- 
wers* of what your President ssys it is;" of what 
both bouses of Congress say it is; nf what each 
Senator who has spoken oo this side of Ibe chain 
bor hss avowed here. If tbat be the purpose of 
the mover of this amendment, it sura to me tbe 
tendency of it is but to perpetuate that great and 
f ,ul blunder into which so manv of tbe people of 
those States have been plunged, only after a sys- 
tematic effort 

Mr. Powell. Will the Senator allow me a 
word? 
Mr. Howe. Yea, sir. 

Mi. Powell. I beg leave lo say to the Senator 
tbat h* ia misunderstanding what I asid. I did 
not stst* that the object of adopting the amend- 
ment I proposed was for th* purpose of letting tb* 
seceded States know, but to let tbe peopl* of tb* 
whole country know, th* object of th* war which 
was now being waged My object was to let tbe 
peopl* of tb* wool* country know that tb* object 
of th* war wa* not for tb* purpose of abolishing 
slavery or reducing States to provinces. 

Mr. Howe. I think, after all, the purpose of 
the Senator in moving thi* amendment, as be 
Saw states i\ is precisely what I stated it to be at 
brat. If be supposes th* caus. of secession is to 
gain any advantage* in tb* northern portion of 
tbe Coiun through efforts of this kind, be ought 
to I* undeceived. Tbe loyal peopl* of the Cnion 
who bav* been summoned to put down this re- 
bellion know precisely what they mean by it. 
The Senator from Ohio, lb* Senator from IUioois, 
tbe Senator from Kansas, has each in hia place 
disclaimed any purpoee of waging war npou any 
rested right in any portion or State of the Union. 
Yet each one of them avows his purpose to rote 
agaisst this amendment .

Mr. Howe. In reply to tbst. it is sufficient for 
m* to my that Senators cannot afford to vote 
against their own convictions of propriety, for 
th* sake of rebutting a charge ground leesly urged 
against thair purp eeaand motives, and that when 
Senators disavow before the Senate and the coun- 
try a particular purpose, their >r>inl4are loud and 
authorttatioe enough. 

I was about to urge this reflect i >n, and in view 
of th* general impatience of the Sonata, I will 
submit and and what I have to my. 

Tb* mora wide-spread that unhappy prejudice 
becomes, th* more general that false impression 
to which I have referred shall prevail in tbe south- 
ern portion of tbe Cnion, tbe more of their peo- 
ple will probably incur the guilt ami tbe conse- 
quences of rebellion.

Afterwards, in defer- 
ence to the sound views of propriety express- 
ed in the extracts quoted above, the original 
amendment was rejected, and the bill passed 
unincumbered by any trace of this impertinent 
though instructive record of secession duplicity.

Mr. Carr U a gentleman of unquestionable 
veracity. His statement as to what was said 
by Frank Stone while engaged in getting up 
volunteers for Camp Boone, Tennessee, and by 
Major Ciirgle and other Kentucky volunteers 
in the Camp Boone brigade, is true. It is the 
uncolorod truth. Those gentlemen, who, from 
their position among the Kentucky volunteers 
lor Tennessee, must know perfectly well the 
immediate and the ultimate design of the late 
general movement from Kentucky to ibe Ten- 
nessee camps, pledge their word snd honor, 
wherever and whenever they can venture to 
speak out, that their purpose is to come back 
to Louisville, sink this damned aUilition city, 
as they coll it, to hull, open or tear up the 
railroad, aud deliver Kentucky over into the 
hands of the Southern Confederacy.
